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DETAILED ACTION 

This communication is in response to applicant's 11/29/2001 
amendment(s)/response(s) in the application of FUKUSHIMA et al. for "ROUTER 
DEVICE AND NETWORK SYSTEM USING THE SAME" filed 08/09/2001 . The 
amendments/response to the claims have been entered. No claims have been 
canceled. No claims have been added. Claims 26-35 are now pending. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 26 is objected to because of the following informalities: please correct the 
subject matter "a reservation request packet" in line 12 to -the reservation request 
packet-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 26-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cidon 
et al. (US 5,367,517), hereinafter Cidon. 

Regarding claim 26, Cidon discloses a method for opening a connection between 
a first router (node 0 or source node, in figure 1 ) and a second router (node 3 or 
destination node, see figure 1) for transmitting a data packet, wherein both of the first 
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router and the second router being coupled via a network, said method comprising the 
steps of: 

generating a reservation information packet for opening the connection at said 
first router, transmitting said reservation information packet bound for a predetermined 
destination from said first router (col. 2 lines 62-68); 

receiving said reservation information packet at said second router (see col. 4 
lines 28-58); 

checking information in said reservation information packet at said second router 
(see col. 4 lines 28-58); 

generating a reservation request packet at the second router, when a result of 
said checking step indicates that a reservation request packet is to be transmitted back 
as a reply to said reservation information packet (the reservation request reply packet, 
see col. 4 lines 28-58); 

transmitting said reservation request packet back from said second router (see 
col. 4 lines 28-58); 

receiving the reservation request packet from said second router (see col. 4 lines 
28-58); and 

processing with respect to said reservation request packet to open the 
connection at said first router (see col. 4 lines 28-58). 
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Regarding claim 27, Cidon discloses the step of processing at checking that said 
reservation request packet corresponds to said reservation information packet that said 
first router transmitted (see col. 5 lines 22-39). 

Regarding claim 28, Cidon discloses including a communication parameter in 
said reservation request packet, and wherein the step of processing at said first router 
comprises the step of: referring to said communication parameter that said second 
router includes in said reservation request packet (the reservation request reply packet 
includes B-max and B-min data and the data is processed by the source node, see col. 
5 lines 22-39). 

Regarding claim 29, Cidon discloses registering said communication parameter 
in said reservation request packet into a connection management table of said first 
router, and wherein the step of generating at the second router comprises the step of: 
registering said communication parameter in said reservation request packet into a 
connection management table of said second router (the B_min and B_max values are 
stored in the a look-up table (LUT) upon receiving the reservation request reply packet, 
see col. 4 lines 53-62). 

Regarding claim 30, Cidon discloses checking information in said reservation 
information packet with information for managing communication provided by said 
second router (see col. 5 lines 31-39). 
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Regarding claim 31, Cidon discloses deciding whether to transmit said 
reservation request packet back or to transfer said reservation information packet to a 
third router (see col. 5 lines 31-39). 

Regarding claim 32, Cidon discloses setting a destination at said first router by 
referring to information for managing communication provided by said first router (see 
col. 2 lines 62-68). 

Regarding claim 33, Cidon discloses determining a communication parameter by 
referring to information for managing communication provided by said second router ( 
upon receiving the reservation request packet, the destination node determines whether 
the link 16 can support the request, see col. 4 lines 28-42). 

Regarding claim 34, Cidon discloses setting said information for managing 
communication at said first router by referring to a managing packet that is transmitted 
to said first router (the reservation request reply packet, see col. 5 lines 31-49). 

Regarding claim 35, Cidon discloses setting the information for managing 
communication at said second router by referring to a managing packet that is 
transmitted to said second router (the reservation request packet, see col. 4 lines 28- 
58).
